The chancellor visited President 
Hindenburg at noon, after the aged 
soldier had returned from a vacation 
at Fuedeck.

them low, and a reduction of taxes as 
soon as possible. 

The’ tall, silver-haired Missourian, 
here to make a Memorial Day ad- 
dress tomorrow at Arlington, also 
took a fling into polities, denying re- 
ports of an “understanding” or ‘‘deal” 
between Missouri democrats and sup- 
porters of Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
leading candidate for the presiden- 
tial nomination. The Missouri dele- 
gation of 36 is instructed to vote for 
Reed. 

“There has been no agreement, ex- 
pressed, implied, tentative or other- 
wise,” he said in response to an in- 
quiry, ‘between any member of the 
Missouri delegation or. anyone repre- 
senting myself to have any kind of 
a deal or understanding with any ac- 


tive or potential eandidate or any of 
their representatives.”

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URGED BY PITNER 


WASHINGTON, Ga., May 29.—A 
reduction in the number of judicial 
circuits and the salaries of superior 
court judges was urged by Senator 
J. M. Pitner before the second meet- 
ing of the Wilkes County Taxpayers’ 
League at the courthouse Saturday. 

The recommendation was a part of 
the report ot a committee composed 
of Senator Pitner, ©. Howard Orr, 
a former representative from Wilkes 
in the legislature, and J. E. Stod- 
dard, editor of the News-Reporter, 
named at the initial meeting of the 
leagre to ascertain where the burden 
of state taxation might be reduced 
through the elimination of every un- 
necessary expense, extravagance, 
waste, and the reduction of salaries.

CONWAY, Ark., May 29.—(/)— 
Expressing the opinion the “nation’s 
deflation is more moral than finan- 
cial,” Dr. William Preston Few, presi- 
dent of Duke University, in an ad- 
dress today at the 48th Hendrix Col- 
lege commencement exercises asserted 
the “present emergency represents a 
race between education and catas- 
trophe.”

“This emergency,” Dr.°Few said, 
“developed from emphasis upon rela- 
tively unimportant things. We need 
more aestheticism, more self denial 
and courage to tackle hard jobs rather 
than ‘take the easiest way.’”’

and signed, to be destroyed by one of 
the signatories, but once France's 
rights are acknowledged in the above 
question, this country will bring to 
their application the largest spirit of 
concession, 

“Nobody doubts that Germany can- 
net pay under the present circum- 
sances. In any case, we must re- 
nounce unconditional annuities for 
a long time. The country’s wisdom 
suggests that the best solution would 
be a general liquidation of all war 
debts—European as well as Ameri- 
can. In other words, universal cancel- 
lation. 

‘Nevertheless, in order to forestall 
the possibility that Germany may be 
relieved additionally of an interior 
debt and soon become an overwhelm- 
ing commercial competitor, and that 
the creditor countries would thus be- 
come victims of their own generosity, 
certain financial processes can be pro- 
vided which automatically will come 
into play. 

“For example, a sort of compen- 
sating fund might be established. In 
it all interested countries would be 
treated equally and it would be main- 
tained between them for the purpose 
of economic fair play.” 


LE TEMPS SEES NEED 
OF HELP FROM U. 8. 

PARIS, May 29.—(#)}—The news- 
paper Le Temps in a leading article 
today declared it was impossible to 
solve such problems as disarmament, 
reparations, debts, and the “new eco- 
nomic order,” without help of the 
United States. 

The article drew a conclusion of 
hope that the troubles the United 
States is undergoing “will recall its 
rulers to present realities.” 

The article, entitled “The American 
Crisis,” said Le Temps trusted that 
the distress would show the United 
States government “that for any na- 
tion, however powerful, there is no 
salvation possible except in solidarity 
‘and the sane practice of widespread 
‘international collaboration.”

PARIS, May 29. — (UP) — The 
“price” of socialist participation in 
the new government which Edouard 
Herriot is scheduled to form was at 
issue today when the 29th national 
socialist congress convened in Jean 
Jaures hall. 

The outcome of the congress, which 
will continue until the new parliament 
opens Tuesday, may decide whether 
Herriot’s radical-socialist party will 
join with the socialists in forming a 
left wing cabinet or will turn to the 
right-center for support. 

Herriott must face a complex situa- 
tion in choosing the support for his 
government, which -succeeds Andre 
Tardieu's right-center regime. But his 
position, which is between the social- 
ists and the more conservative center 
factions, enables him to draw moder- 
ate support from either side of the 
chamber. 

The radical-socialist party itself is 
split; the socialist party is facing a 
period of bitter controversy and the 
outcome probably will hinge on the 
question of policy in regard to disar- 
mament and finances.

Mr. MacDonald, the newspaper said, 
has been greatly benefited by his stay 
at his home in Lossiemouth, where he 
went to rest after an operation on one 
of his eyes. The correspondent re- 
ported that he was anxious to return 
to London, was fully determined to 
go to Lausanne and was immersed in 
preparations for the conference, to 
which he attaches the greatest impor- 
tance. 


U. 8S. IS NOT EXPECTED 
TO ENTER DISCUSSIONS 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—(P)— 
Although the United States naturally 
would watch with interest any inter- 
national discussion of trade, there 
was no indication here tonight that 
this government would be drawn into 
such discussions in connection with 
the Lausanne reparations conference 
as proposed by Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald. 

This country’s position has been 
that it is for Europe itself to con- 
sider reparations as the United States 
had no reparations, and there has been 
nothing to indicate that even broad- 
ening of the Lausanne meeting as 
proposed by MacDonald would modify 
that hands-off positions. 

Publication of the British prime 
minister's plan reopened speculatior 
over whether it was a subject touched 
upon in the telephone conversation 
last week between him and Secretary 
Stimson. Official sources, however, 
gave né intimation of previous knowl- 
edge of the MacDonald proposal and 
made no comment. 

Stimson, who was at his Long Is- 
land home over the week-end, has con- 
firmed talking with the British offi- 
cial, but the subject of their conversa- 
tion has been kept strictly secret. 

An independent international com- 
mercial conference has been advocated 
in various quarters here since the de- 
cline in foreign trade began, and an 
international. meeting to consider 
bringing tariff regulations of the vari- 
ous countries into mutual accord was 
one of the provisions in the democratic 
house tariff bill recently vetoed by 
President Hoover.

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HENRY FORD 
N UNEMPLOYMENT 


HAVE always had to work, whether any one hired 

me or not. For the first forty years of my life, I 
was an employe. When not employed by others, I em- 
ployed myself. I found very early that being out of 
hire was not necessarily being out of work. The first 
means that your employer has not found something 
for you to do; the second means that you are waiting 


until he does. 


We nowadays think of work as something that 
others find for us to do, call us to do, and pay us to do. 
No doubt our industrial growth is largely responsible 
for that. We have accustomed men to think of work 


that way. ; 
In my own case, I was able to 


given me more satisfaction than 
to see jobs increase in number 
and in profit to the men who 
handle them. And beyond ques- 
tion, the jobs of the world today 
are more numerous and profitable 
in wages than they were even 
eighteen years ago. 

But something entirely out- 
side the workshops of the nation 
has affected this hired employ- 
ment very seriously. The word 
“unemployment”’ has become one 
of the most dreadful words in the 
language. The condition itself has 
become the concern of every per- 
son in the country. 

When this condition arrived, 
there were just three things to be 
done. The first, of course, was to 
maintain employment at the max- 
imum by every means known to 
management. Employment—hire 
—was what the people were ac- 
customed to; they preferred it; 
it was the immediate solution of 
the difficulty. In our plants we 
used every expedient to spread 


as much employment over as many employes as was 
possible. I don’t believe in “make work’’—the public 
pays for all unnecessary work—but there are times 
when the plight of others compels us to do the human 
thing even though it be but a makeshift; and I am 
obliged to admit that, like most manufacturers, we 
avoided layoffs by continuing work that good busi- 
ness judgment would have halted. All of our non- 
profit work was continued in full force and much of the 
shop work. There were always tens of thousands em- 
ployed—the lowest point at Dearborn was 40,000—but 
there were alwaysthousands unemployed orso meagerly 
employed, that the situation was far from desirable.

What we call 
charity is a modern substitute for being personally 
kind, personally concerned and personally involved 
in the work of helping others in difficulty. True char- 
ity is a much more costly effort than money-giving. 
Our donations too often purchase exemption from 
giving the only form of help that will drive.the need 


for charity out of the land.

Our own theory of helping people has been in oper- 
ation for some years. We used to discuss it years ago 
—when no one could be persuaded to listen. Those 
who asked public attention to these matters were 
ridiculed by the very people who now call most loudly 
for some oné to do something.

hospitalization, adjustment of debt, with this addi- 


tion—we help pegple to alter their affairs in com- 
mon-sense accordance with changed conditions, and 
we have an understanding that all help received should 
be repaid in reasonable amounts in better times.

But where co-operation 
is given, honest and self-respect- 
ing persons and families can usu- 
ally be assisted to a condition 
which is much ‘less distressing 
than they feared. 

One of our responsibilities, 
voluntarily assumed—not because 
it was ours, but because there 
seemed ta be no one else to assume 
it—was the care of a village of 
several hundred families whose 
condition was pretty low. Ordi- 
narily a large welfare fund would 
have been needed to accomplish 
anything for these people. In 
this instance, we set the people 
at work cleaning up their homes 
and backyards, and then clean- 
ing up the roads. of their town, 
and then plowing up about 500 
acres of vacant land around their 
houses. We abolished everything 
that savored of “handout” char- 
ity, opening instead a modern 


commissary where personal I O U’s were accepted, 
and a garment-making school, and setting the cobblers 
and tailors of the community to work for their neigh- 
bors. We found the people heavily burdened with 
debt, and we acted informally as their agents in ap- 
portioning their income to straighten their affairs. 
Many families are now out of debt for the first time 
in years. There has appeared in this village not only 
a new spirit of confidence in life, but-also a new 
sense of economic values, and an appreciation of 
economic independence which we feel will not séon 
be lost. None of these things could have been accom- 
plished by paying out welfare funds after the ortho- 
dox manner. The only true charity for these people 
was somehow to get under their burdens with them 


and lend them the value of our experience to show

Our visiting staff in city work has personally 
handled thousands of cases in the manner above 
described. And while no one institution can shoulder 
_all the burden, we feel that merely to mitigate present 
distress is not enough—we feel that thousands of 
families have been prepared for a better way of life 
when the wheels of activity begin turning again. 

But ‘there is still another way, a third way, so 
much better than the very best charitable endeavor 
that it simply forbids us to be satisfied with anything 
less. That is the way of self-help, which I shall discuss

Those two publications were the

Especially is this 
the view of M. Francois Coty, multi- 
millionaire perfume manufacturer, 
who finances the education of the 
young Bonaparte scion, Napoleon V, 
in Brussels, and who hopes to es- 
tablish his protege on the throne 
of France as ‘emperor-dictator.”

THE CHURCH AND POLITICS. 

In warning of the dangers ahead 
when the church is injected into 
politics, Dr. William Crowe, newly 
elected moderator of the Southern 
Presbyterian church, wisely cau- 
tions those in attendance upon the 
seventy-second general assembly of 
the church not to permit them- 
selves, as churchmen, to become in- 
volved in the prohibition discussion. 

If every church leader in the 
United States would give the same 
sane advice, and if it should be fol- 
lowed by the churches, the cause 
of religion would be advanced and 
the country would be brought closer 
to the time when progress can be 
made toward national temperance. 

This able and far-sighted Presby- 
terian leader minced no words in 
declaring that the realm of politics 
was no place for the church when 
he said: 


National prohibition is an achieve- 
ment for the American people. But it 
is no business of the church of Jesus 
Christ in its organized capacity to 
promote the addition of any amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States. 

Nor is it the business of the church 
of Jesus Christ in its organized ca- 
pacity to assume the responsibility of 
defeating any candidate for the presi- 
dency of the United States. Instead 
of spiritualizing business and politics, 
the church is bent upon the secular- 
izing of the gospel of Christ. 

That is the basis upon which the 
church has grown great. Its only 
setbacks through the centuries have 
been when it abandoned the concen- 
tration of its efforts in the spiritual 
sphere to dabble into mundane 
affairs. 

How much wiser is the stand of 
Dr. Crowe than that taken on the 
same day by Bishop James Cannon 
Jr., chairman of the Methodist board 
of temperance, in warning the po- 
litical parties to stay hands off the 
prohibition question unless they 
pledged themselves to a “vigorous 
enforcement’ of the 
‘amendment.

Japan 
Drills. 

Sensational news came from the, 
far east with the first report of the 
League of Nations commission inves- 
tigating the situation in Manchuria. 
This commission reported that Japan 
is drilling an army of 85,000 men 
in Manchuria. Ostensibly, this is to 
combat banditry and it is even said 
that the new republic ‘of Manchuria 
requested Japan to send over troops, 
seeing that it could not cope with the 


situation. 

On the other hand it is stated that 
Japan does not want the new repub- 
lic, its protege, to be the constant 
scene of warfare, commotion and 
chaos and had hence decided to throw 
a large force into Manchuria. . 

Eighty-five thousand men seems a 
large force for what is to be no 
more than a police outfit. And in fact 
everybody knows that Japan has other 
intentions with that army. It would 
be well from now on to watch closely 
what is going to happen in the far 
east and to keep the record clear. 

Sooner or later there is going to 
be a conflict there between Japan and 
the soviet union. As was the case in 
Europe in 1914, reports were so con- 
flicting that it was soon impossible to 
say who had attacked whom. This 
artful confusion made it possible for 
the French to make the Germans sign 
on the dotted line when peace came 
that they, the Germans, were the 
sole guilty party in starting the wer. 

In the far east the soviets have 
acted with almost unbelievable for- 
bearance in the face of Japanese ag- 
gression. Japan is mistress of Man-

churia, a country in which Russia 
had a definite sphere of influence. 
Russia has lost*a lot already and 
still remains utterly neutral, but Ja- 
“pan seems determined’ to break down 
that neutrality. 

This ought to go on the records 
now. For we ought to remember also 
that the interests of America and 
those of the soviet union are identi- 
cal in Manchuria as opposed to those 


of Japan.

We know that the 
markets of the world on which we 
have depended for the disposal of the 
surplus of our factories and fields 
have heen closed to us—and because of 
an act of unthinkable economic stupid- 
ity on our part. 

“We know that we are facing a 

«probable deficit of $3,000,000,000 in 
the federal treasury and that to meet 
this deficit we are bending the backs 
of the people to the breaking point 
with extraordinary taxes. 

Hunger in Land of Plenty. 

“These facts are bad enough, but 
worse still, as an indictment of our 
political, financial and business lead- 
ership of the nation are these two 
facts: that with granaries groaning 
with grain, women and children and 
jobless men go hungry; and in a land 
of illimitable resources the banks are 
bulging with hoarded money while 
business enterprise goes hat in hand 
begging for a loan. 

“And on no front in all the world 
are there graver problems than on the 
American front. 

“And what has brought all this 
about within the last few years? Hno- 
man greed, unharnessed by the law; 
and human greed in possession of the 
instrumentalities of the state—human 
reed battening on privileges and vio- 
ating not only the spirit of our in- 
stitutions, but the very laws of na- 
ture and of God. We have sown the 
wind; we are reaping the whirlwind 
now. We have been too much oc- 
cupied with our stomachs to think 
about our souls. 

“Many wild and reckless things are 
being said today; and yet some things 
are today denounced as wild and reck- 
less that are as sound of common 
sense. 


New Methods Needed. 

‘The real conservative today is the 
man who knows that the preservation 
of our institutions and our social sys- 
tems call for the ccurageous adoption 
of some new methods. 

“Now government is vitally con- 
cerned with two rights—the rights of 
property and the rivhts of man. De- 
— the right to private property or 
weaken its protection, and you destroy 
the incentive and initiative for crea- 
tive enterprise. But there is another 
right that as more sacred still—the 
rights of man. The great problem of 
the new statesmanship is so to ad- 
just our governmental system that 
there will be no conflict between the 
two. For in the last analysis, not 
only the stabilit® of society but the 
ultimate protection of property itself 
depends upon .finding those adjust- 
ments in the governmental machinery 
which makes for the greatest good for 
the greatest number of the people 
concerned. 

“But for years we have heen for- 
getting the human equation in govern- 
ment. We have thought too much in 
terms of money and not enough in 
terms of men. This applies to indus- 
try as well as government. Thus for 
years industry has put something 
aside from its profits to take care of 
dividends in lean years: but the idea 
of putting some aside to take care of 
ars in lean years nas never occurred 
o it, 


Rive Problem of Existence. 
We know that the substitution of 


machinery for manpower is creating| ing away from the old landmarks and | 
a problem of existence that organ-| 


ized society sanely cannot ignore. We 
cannot and, of eourse, should mot 
destroy the machinery: but a way 
must be found to prevent. machinery 
from destroying the jobs on which 
men depend for their very lives. The 
advantage of invention must be passed 
on to make men happier and 
merely to make money investment 
more profitable. And if our institu- 
tions and social systems are long to 
be preserved, statesmanship in gov- 
ernment and industry must find a 
way reasonably to guarantee the work- 
ing millions against the tragedy of 
unemployment. 

“We can have no happy and con- 
terited people, and no real security 
for our social system as long as mil- 
lions live in constant fear of the de- 
nial of their right to work: and or 
80 long as millions who have given 
their lives to industry are haunted 
by the dread of a pauperized old age. 

“It is trne that social welfare legis- 
lation may be something new, but 

New occasions teach new duties 

Time makes ancient good uncouth. 
These are problems that industry it- 
self can solve if it will: but the 
peonl. have a right to demand that 
government, the custodian of social 
order, shall not stand aloof from the 
initiative. 

“And these problems call for a high- 
er and better trained leadership than 
we have ever known before. The sim- 
= question of right and wrong can 
e solved by instinct; but the prob- 
lems of this day are social and eco- 
nomic and dealing with the delicate 
and complicated machinery of society 
they challenged the best trained minds 
in the republic. 

Old Formulas Out of Date. 

“They call for a leadership with 
a keen sense of social justice, and for 
@ courage to blaze new trails when 
necessity demands. With conditions 
changing with the lightning rapidity 
of recent rears we cannot go on for- 
ever muttering old formulas that fit 
conditions that are dead. We cannot

They ought to read 
‘his autobiography and observe the as- 
‘tonishing intellectual achievement of 
this lad before the age when most 
children enter school, and the extraor- 
dinary time and attention devoted by 
the father to his education.

'when I began to learn Greek. I have 
| been told that it was when I was three 
years old . . . I learnt no Latin until 
my eighth year. At that time I had 
read, under by father’s tuition, a num- 
ber of Greek prose authors, among 
whom I remember the whole of Hero- 
dotus, and of netegnet s Cyropaedia 
and Memorials of Socrates; some of 
the lives of«the philosophers of Dioge- 
ines Laertius; part of Lucian, and Iso- 
_crotes ad Demonicum ad Nicocolem. 
| “TI also read, in 1813, the firat six 
dialogs of Plato, from the Euthyphron 
_to the Theictetus inclusive. . No 
‘small achievement for 4 seven-year-old. 
“My father’s health required con- 


a siderable and constant exercise, and 


he walked habitually before breakfast, 
(generally in the green lanes toward 
Hornsby. In these walks*I always 
, accompanied him, and with by earliest 
‘recollections of green field and wild 
|flowers, is mingled that of the ac-

‘had read the day before. 

| “To the best of my remembrance, 
this was a voluntary rather than a 
prescribed exercise. I made notes on

Norman Batten Gave ‘Iron D 
Greatest Thrill. 


Sun flashed on flags and the brass of bands. There was the 
muttered roar of conversation as 150,000 waited for the start 
of the 500-mile automobile race on the big two and a half mile 
brick track at Indianapolis. It was 1927—the year the race 
provided its biggest thrills. 

There was the popping of motors from the pits, dying into 
steady roaring hums as the last tests were made. (You may 
have your horse races for thrills. Give me the big iron derby 
where a man takes a machine and runs it above 90 miles an hour 
for more than five hours. ) 

The massed bands marched on. A hot wind swept 
over the track bringing with it the heavy stink of burn- 

ed castor oil from the motors. 

The bands went away and the track was cleared. A stock 
‘car circled the track and behind it crept the red, white, green 
and black bugs—single seaters then—with just one man in each. 
Gaudy things, carrying a sting of death. 

The stage was set, the actors were moving in one of 

the mightiest dramas of sport—the big iron derby with 

150,000 people there with the blood lust in their faces. 

They entered the stretch for the start, coming fast with a 
growing roar and an over-tone, a piercing whine as the tires 
whirled over the brick. The stock car pulled off—the flag fell 
and they were away and into the banked turn to be greeted by 
the roar there as the gaudy-painted bugs rode up toward the rim. 

The Iron Derby was on. 

They roared on and on with cheers greeting the lap winners. 
Tommy Lockhart was riding them off that year. Later, word 
came around that on the‘south turn Ellingboe had struck the 
wall and shattered his car. 

And even as the word flashed there came the greatest 
drama the track has ever seen in all its years of racing, 
tragedy, speed, death and fame. 
Smoke was seen on the south turn. 

High in the cupola of the three-tiered press box we turned 
I strained and strained but couldn’t see. 


AN INFERNO ON WHEELS. 
But the smoke was moving. And then it came into the turn. 
A car on fire. 

One hundred and fifty thousand people screamed, in 
one mighty, sky-reaching cry of horror. It was Norman 
Batten. In pulling around Ellingboe’s wrecked car he 

had been forced to swing wide. He made it on two 
wheels but the strain split his gas tank and the red-hot 
exhaust set fire to the gas. 
He was making near 100 miles and hour when the flames 
cauzht.° He swept into the turn at 90 and pulled her into the 
stretch.

And then began the greatest fight it has ever been 
my privilege to see, Batten fighting for himself and the 
lives of his fellcw pilots. 

Yeliow danger flags were out for the drivers to see. But 
they roared on. Death may come and go on the tracks but 
the cars must go while they can. And as leng as-they can. 

Batten seemed mes'red by flames. His car was be- 
coming covered. Fire began to whip high behind and 
then moved in frent. Flames were licking at his face. 

He fought frantically with bis hand brake but the flames 

wouldn’t let him hold it. He couldn’t pull it on and 

and lock it. He would be wrecked, smashed against the 
wall or skidded out into the paths of others. | 

He set it as much as he could. It was slowed to perhaps 70 
miles an hour then. He pulled it close to the inside rail. 


WRAPPED IN SMOKE AND FLAMES. 

He knew he must stick with the car. So he stood in his 
frail-looking little car, wrapped in smoke and flame. He put a 
foot on the wheel and held her on her course which was close to 
the rail andttoward the pits. He held his arms in front of his 
face to protect them as much as he could. 

And then, when ke saw his car was headed straight 
and that mechanics from the pits were running toward 
him, he leaped from the czr 2nd went sliding on his 
stomach and face cown the bricks. Jumping from a car 
going 50 to a bricl pavement isn’t so nice. 

Norman Batten had breurht his car to port in flames. And 
over it all was the roar of the crowd, the great, pulsing, never- 


ceasing roar of the motors and the sinister whine of the tires. 


ghd the stink of burning casior oil. 

An ambulance screeched its warning and rushed to 
the scene. Batten wes looded in. And the car went 
away. 

The race was going on. The roar and the whine that was 
loud enough to be heard above it all had never slackened. 

They spun on and on and then, directly in front of 
the stands, Harry Kobleri’s car lo-ked wheels with that 
of Cliff Bergere, the French veteran.. They went spin- 
ning over and beurced across the track, over the in- 
field wall and into the infield, swiping Melcher’s car as 
they went. 

Women fainted as the two gaudy cars went bouncing across 
the bricks, locked together in a fantastic waltz of death. 


BATTEN’S STRANGE FATE. 

Kohlert was taken out for dead. The other two were not 
sériously hurt. By some miracle they escaped. And even Koh- 
lert lived. | 

But what of Batten? The word came that he was 
hurt badly but would live. There were serious burns 
about his arms and face. 
He was in a hospital for many months. And then began 

racing again. It was strange, the fate of Norman Batten. He 
lived through that great racing drama. And others. And then 
he shipped for South America and some races there. 

He was on the steamer Vestris. And somewhere in 
mid-sea the Vestris sank in a horror of death and heroism. 
And | have always wondered how many Batten helped at 

his death. 1 know how he died—he died as he was willing to 
die that day on the bricks at Indianapolis—but it is too bad that 
his final story couldn’t be told.

INDIANAPOLIS, May 29.—(/)—

FASTEST TIME. 


The race starts tomorrow at 10 
a.m. (central standard time). In 
the pole position will be Lou Moore, 
of Hollywood, Cal., a place he at- 
tained by making the fagtest time dur- 
ing the qualifying trials—117 miles 
an hour average for a 10-mile run. 

Lined up alongside Moore in the 
front-row will be Billy Arnold, of 
Chicago, the 1930 winner, and Bryan 
Saulpauge, a huge young man from 
Rock Island, Ill., who has been cut- 
ting speed capers on west coast 
tracks. 

Arnold is back in the race despite 
a mishap in the contest last year that 
sent him to a hospital for months.

the Shows 


Swift Action Features 
Drama on Fox Screen 


“The Trial of Vivienne Ware,” the 
feature picture at the Fox this week, 
is the story of a young woman of 
social parts who is falsely placed in 
‘the position of a murderess, is tried, 
acquitted, and, presumably, marries 
the attorney for the defense whom 
she would have married at the start 
if she hadn't been sidetracked by the 
villain. 

The theme is familiar, but none the 
less well done for that. Personally, 
this reviewer doesn't choose plays in 
which gunmen shoot and are shot—in 
one instance on the ledge of a. sky- 
scraper—and the heroine is brow- 
beaten by a vicious prosecuting attor- 
ney and insulted by a New York de- 
tective. But, believe it or not, many 
intelligent people like ae of action. 
At the Fox they will get an eyeful. 
At times the tumult reminded one of 
the Seabury-Walker tilt in New York. 

Joan Bennett, who takes the title 
role, goes unruffled through gunfire, 
knife-throwing, character assassination 
and vituperation. In fact, Miss n- 
nett doesn’t change her expression 
often, and she is beautiful, even more 
beautiful than she is talented. 

Zazu Pitts as the sob sister of the 
tabloids who turns radio announcer 
at the trial, and makes gestures be- 
fore the microphone while she de- 
scribes the defendant’s costume, con- 
tributes an excellent piece of charac- 
terization. . 

Exceptional vaudeville is shown in 
the Fanchon & Marco act, ‘Tin Types.”
